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Clean-up begins 


WILMINGTON - Wetlands, drain pipes and cul- 
de-sacs, Here is a rundown on the run-offs and 
other matters that the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission addressed at its August 16 meeting. 

* OLIN CORPORATION. Clean-up at the Olin 
site on Eames Street began on Monday, August 
14th. Erosion control methods re installed and 
vegetation within the work area is being cleared. 
The removal of contaminated sediment and filling 
of wetland areas is scheduled for the week of 
September 4th. Stone dams will be strategically 
placed to ensure the containment of any sediment 
in the proposed work area. The work is scheduled 
to continue through November. 

¢ 14R MILL ROAD. The Request for 
Determination received a positive determination 
from the Conservation Commission. The proposed 
plans for the lot will have to wait. The next step is 
to file a Notice of Intent with the proper plans and 
abutter notifications. 

* ROOSEVELT ROAD. The RDA for this site 
received a positive determination. The proposed 
new addition will be located approximately fifteen 
feet from the wetlands. 

“The demarcation [of the wetlands] looks okay,” 
said John Keeley, the Assistant Director of 
Plauningj/and Conservation. Keeley said that a cer- 
tificate Of compliance and more information is 
needed for the house. 

The Commission suggested that a Notice of Intent 
be filed for the new addition and that the certifi- 
cate of compliance for the house be taken care of. 


* FORDHAM ROAD. The RDA for this handicap- 
access ramp received a negative determination. 
The ramp will be built soon. 

* BUTTERS ROW. The new 30 x 40-foot proposed 
addition will have to wait. Karen Strazzere pro- 
posed an apartment and onecar garage addition 
that would allow her mother to live with her fami- 
ly and still have some independence. 

“The wetlands extend to the east of the property 
and half way down the lot,” said Mr. Keeley. He 
said that there is a strip of wetland that comes 
close to an existing shed. 

The Commission voted to continue the hearing to 
allow time to check the wetland demarcation and 
to see if the plans can be adjusted 

* BROOKFIELD ESTATES. The construction of 
two culdesacs will have to wait. There will be wet- 
land crossings for the roadway, the two sewer lines 
and one water connection. The Commission is con- 
cerned about the wetland crossings, the blasting 
for the project, and other wetland disruptions. 
Several revisions were proposed for this meeting. 

“There were two major issues discussed at the 
last meeting,” ‘said Mike Carter, of GCG 
Associates, who is representing James Mangano, 
who is the applicant for the project. The first issue 
is the possible vernal pool. The second issue 
involves the wetland crossings exceeding the bank 
threshold. 

Added Carter, “Norse Environmental submitted a 
letter to [you] outlining that there is no vernal 
pool.” 

“The revision block didn’t give any details about

Town Crier, an article titled 
“Rehabbing Wilmington Homes” 
was printed on the front page. 
The article detailed the process 
by which qualified Wilmington 
residents could apply to the 
town’s Community Development 
Program for a Home 
Improvement loan to finance 
repairs to their property. 

In the article, a brief reference 
was made to the ranges of com- 
bined family incomes that will 
determine which families are eli- 
gible to receive such funds. Due 
to a mi ing and a 
misinterpretation on the part of 
The Town Crier, incorrect dollar 


applicants will be deemed eligi- 
ble or ineligible for upcoming 
Home Improvement funds. 

* Ina household of one person, 
that individual must receive an 
annual income between $22,950 
and $35,150 in order to be consid- 
ered for assistance. 

* 2 people in a household: A 
combined income between 
$26,200 and $40,150 

* 3 people: Between $29,500 and 
$45,200 

* 4 people: Between $32,750 and 
$50,200 

* 5 people: Between $33,350 and 


If you are proven eligible for a 
home improvement loan, then 
you will have the benefit of a 
declining fifteen-year time 
frame in which to pay back the 
loan. If you fix your home and 
move out of it within the first 
year, then you will need to pay 
back all funds that were granted 
to you. If you move away seven 
or eight years later, then you will 
only have to pay back roughly 
50% of what you received. And if 
you fix your home and continue 
to live there for fifteen years or 
longer? You won't have to pay 
back a cent. 

“Every year, the amount that 
you would have to pay back with- 
in that fifteen-year time frame is 
adjusted to reflect a 6.7% 
decrease,” says Lynn Duncan, 
the Director of Planning and 


Conservation. 

There is a forgiveness policy in 
place for those grant recipients 
who within those fifteen years 
are affected by hardship or 


emergencies.

most, and, sure enough, she is an enthusiastic mem- 
ber of the Wilmington Figure Skating Club. 

“Sarah is a great kid,” says Christine Newcomb, 
the young skater’s aunt. “She loves her family. 
She's witty and affectionate. She has nonstop ener- 
gy. I wish I could bottle some of her energy and 
save it for myself.” 

Sarah also has Cystic Fibrosis. In fact, she was 
diagnosed as having it when she was only five 
months old. 

Cystic Fibrosis is a complex disease in which the 
body manufactures a mucus so thick and sticky that 
it blocks passageways from one part of the body to 
another. The disease wreaks havocs on the lungs, 
making its prey more susceptible to colds that are 
hard to recover from. It is a disease that affects 
people nutritionally because enzymes that pass 
from the pancreas to the stomach get mired in the. 
mucus along the way. As a result, the body is’ 
unable to absorb and break down fat. 

Sarah has a daily regimen that helps her leap 
these hurdles. 

Every day, she must perform 30 minutes of physi- 
cal therapy for her chest. She wears a special vest 
that hooks up to a powerful vibrating machine. 
These daily half-hour vibration sessions stimulate 
the flow of fluids through her lungs. 

For 20 minutes each day, Sarah must also wear a 
nebulizer, a mask into which pre-measured amounts

WILMINGTON - As we begin this year’s school year, I would like 
to take this opportunity to remind everyone of some of the basic 
elements that keep our children safe traveling to and from school. It 
is imperative that we, as citizens and public safety officials provide 
an environment conducive to the safety and security of our town's 
greatest residents, our kids 

To begin with, please remember when approaching a school zone. 
the speed limit is 20 MPH' Nothing faster Many drivers erroneously 
believe that if they can't see any children around, it’s okay to increase 
their speed. As a reminder from one of my previous articles, any 
speeding offense carr minimum fine of $75 for the first 10 mph 
over the limit, and increases at $10 per mile an hour over and above 
that 

Next, keep in mind that school zones are obviously an area with 
many crosswalks. Pay close attention to the side of the road, Young 
children can sometimes dart out into traffic unexpectedly Also, 
crossing guards ‘normally stand here and if you sight them in 
advance, this will give you ample time to stop when they direct you 
to do so. Again, these are the reasons why school zones are posted at 
20 MPH. The 20 MPH limit should be observed whether or not you see 
the flashing lights, or other 20 MPH limit signs 

When a crossing guard or any pedestrian enters the crosswalk, all 
drivers must come to complete stop and wait until the pedestrian has 
finished fully walking to the other side of the street, or the crossing 
guard instructs you to proceed. Crosswalk violations carry a hefty 
fine of up to $100. Crossing guards will often report violators to the 
police department to be followed up 

Parents should encourage their children who walk or bike to 
school, to observe all safety precautions. Children should be advised 
to utilize crosswalks when crossing the street at al] times When 
riding a bike, kids should get off the bike and walk it across the street 
In the absence of a sidewalk, children should ride their bike with the 
flow of traffic and use hand signals at all times. Advise children to 
always wear a helmet, and have it fitted properly 

Unfortunately every year police personnel and bus drivers observe 
a very dangerous offense all too often. Passing school buses. Under 
no circumstances should a bus be passed, especially with its red 
flashing lights on! When a bus is loading or off-loading children, an 
impatient or unaware driver greatly increases a child's chances of 
being struck and seriously injured or worse, as often times children 
cross the street while the bus is stopped. Violators of this law will be 
dealt with appropriately with harsh fines. For first, second and third 
offenses the fines are $200, $400, and $1000 respectively. Violators will 
be written citations for these offenses 

Finally, many improvements have been made to our school system 
over the past year. The town has labored intensely to make drastic 
upgrades to the soccer field at the Shawsheen School, adding much 
needed lighting to the high school football field, and complete the long 
awaited new Middle Schoo]. Minor vandalism plagued construction

Rep. Miceli points to local benefits 
as state passes budget 


BOSTON - Representative James 
R. Miceli (D-Wilmington) has an- 
nounced that $21.4 billion budget 
has been signed into law. The fol- 
lowing key objectives will be ad- 
hered to inthe F Y2001 Budget. These 
include Rep. Miceli's commitment 
to providing the 20th Middlesex dis- 
trict with an increase in educa- 
tional funding along with increases 
in a variety of health care pro- 
grams. 

Directly pertaining to health care 
incentives, the FY2001 Budget has 
included $32.2 million for the com- 
mencement of new prescription 
drug program for the elderly and 
the disabled. With this program 
seniors and disabled individuals will 
have protection against the finan- 


costs. Participation is optional for 
the program. The state will cover 
the cost of all prescriptions for 
people below 188 percent of the 
federal poverty level and all other 
enrollees will make reasonable pay- 
ments in proportion to their in- 
come. 

Along with the inclusion of the 
senior pharmacy the FY2001 Bud- 
get contains expanded funding for 
cancer screening. The legislature 
restored $13,133,719 for the purposes 
of prevention screening for breast 
and prostate cancers after the Gov- 
ernor vetoed these original two line 
items. 

Rep. Miceli is pleased to an- 
nounce that there will be $187 mil- 
lion in additional state education 


aid for fiscal year 2001. This fund- 
ing will ensure that the towns of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington will be 
able to give our children the best 
education possible. An additional 
$28 million to promote the volun- 
tary expansion of quality, full day 
kindergarten was included. The 
budget also provides $27 million for 
early reading programs, pre-kin- 
dergarten and kindergarten and 
family literacy programs. 

Also approved was an $18 mil- 
lion in new funding to reduce class 
sizes in grades K-three. For ex- 
panding computer education there 
was $55 million over the next five 
years for computers and internet 
access to classrooms throughout 
the Commonwealth. 


Pertaining directly to tax cut 
provisions, the FY2001 Budget has 
incorporated measures to include a 
charitable giving tax cut that will 
allow for a deduction from personal 
incomefor charitable contributions, 
This measure will save taxpayers 
$80 million in FY 2001 and will con- 
tinue to annualize. 

Chairman Miceli said that he 
was pleased with the final product, 
noting that the FY2001 Budget was 
a sound package that allowed for 
controlled spending with an even 
distribution statewide. Measures 
taken directly pertaining tothe 20th 
Middlesex District include Rep: 
Miceli’s motion to include $150,000 
for the cleanup of the Wilmington 
Town Forest.

Last chance to succeed 


WILMINGTON - Alone, and not making it, while the rest of the 
world moves on to success is indeed a lonely place to be. Many 
children are faced with this dreaded fear of not belonging, This 
failure can lead to great anger and a life of non-conformity. Drugs, 
liquor, and crime can become their defense to hide from perceived 
poor self-esteem. There are many problems along the way that can 
cause this debilitating effect. Failing at sports, or academics leaves 
scars that can deepen with aging. The accumulation of many failures 
confirms to the child that he is indeed a loser. Unless this person can 
begin to find success, he can be doomed to a life of pain and 
fulfillment. 

Too often the opportunity to succeed in a school setting is denied. 
The lack of proper parenting, ineffective teaching, lack of discipline, 
can all contribute to failing performance. It can become a delicate 
balancing act for parents and teachers to reach certain children. Too 
much pressure or not enough can have the same results, failure. 
Millions of dollars are wasted on upgrading the learning process 
without understanding the failing child. These children feel and think 
differently from the succeeding child. They are in constant frustra- 
tion. They fear the involvement of participation that might expose 
their lack of knowledge. They dare not take the necessary steps 
forward that could lead to achievement and salvation. These steps are 
crucial. All possible help is needed to keep them in motion. Making 
this possible requires providing transitions that produce motivation 
to achieve. 

If these children don't make it in school it could be the end. 
However, there still is another opportunity to save the child. This 
opportunity comes if they are successful in the work world. Yet, many 
of these children follow the same tendency to fail. They go from one 
job to another, quitting or being fired. The reasons are never quite 
clear. Sadly at this time all the nurturing, teaching, and preparing has 
come to an end. No one is there to find out why. 

I truly believe most of these children could make it with the proper 
understanding and creation of meaningful preparation. However, we 
only hear the children’s avoidance of looking for a job, the many 
excuses why they left their job, and their persecution from manage- 
ment. Always excuses and complaints that only turn off parents, 
relatives, and friends, making their life more miserable. They are 
indeed alone because no one truly understands their dilemma. 
Chances are no one ever will, because the victim will never tell. Only 
success can open the door to sharing their past failings. 

We must give these children the opportunity to become responsible 
workers. Whenever possible we must clear the path, by comfortable 
transitions leading to work accomplishments. Take a task and break 
it into small parts, then prepare for each part. Lots of practice 


anda setting that it’s OK to fail will insure success. If the child is not 
giventhis opportunity, chances are he will become a burden to society 
or become a criminal. He must survive somehow. 

Helping these children should have top priority. Not only does this ° 
failure to work destroy the individual, but hurts society. Any financial 
help to ensure success will be returned 10-fold. It may seem like an 
impossible task, but many times it can be very simple. Time, 
patience, and a little innovation can go a long way. These children 
need to believe in themselves and the best persuasion is success, 

Thad a client who we will call Bob who was losing the battle to 
accomplish and be recognized as an intelligent human being. He had 
reached that crucial age of 16 and still was not making it academi- 
cally. He had become a very angry child who defied and who would 
not conform to school rules and regulations. His 11 years of schooling . 
were degrading and frustrating. Is it any wonder he was angry and ‘ 
non-conforming? This boy had to find some success and self respect » 
before it was too late. I had heard he was mechanically inclined. I - 
believe if you find a strength, utilize it as a building block to greater ; 
success. I asked this person if he would enjoy doing some carpentry. ? 
With some reluctance he said OK. I had a door that needed to be © 
installed. This can be a real challenge for any lay person. Being an ? 
ex-carpenter, I felt I could teach him well. It involved making up a 
door frame, cutting out the butts or hinges, fitting and hanging the ; 
door, drilling and putting in the lock, and finally putting casings ; 
around the door. This is a real achievement compared to installing a 
pre-hung door. ‘ { 

Without the proper transitions this task would surely end in failure. * 
A step by step procedure must be used without pressure or expecta- » 
tions. Before working on the door, each procedure was performed , 
over and over on scrap pieces of wood. The task was made non- } 
threatening by accepting possible failure. “Bob this is very difficult + 
so don’t expect to install the lock or prepare the door. the first time. * 
Youwill make many mistakes. Not because you don’t have the ability i 
but because you lack the experience. With every mistake you will ; 
learn what not to do.” The most comfortable setting is to know it’s OK 
to fail. In a short time Bob was ready and able to install the door. 

A little extra time and innovation can perform miracles. Bob's ; 
successful achievement gave him a new belief in himself. The 
following summer he found a job as a carpenter’s helper. Four years; 
later he rolled down his truck window to tell me he was a carpenter 
contractor.

the revisions,” Mr. Keeley said 
He also disagreed with the lack 
of finding a vernal pool, although 
he said elimination of one of the 
wetland crossings was an 
improvement. 

The roadway will have an eight- 
foot-wide, twentyfoot-long bridge 
constructed over the wetlands. 
The bridge will include a box cul- 
vert and eighteeninch footings to 
support it. The sewer and water 
pipes will be together in one of 
the crossings. 

Mr. Carter indicated that he 
was having problems getting the 
necessary easements from the 
neighbors. He also said that a 
wildlife habitat study did not 
have to be done because the level 
of wetland disturbance does not 
exceed the limit at which the 
state requires. 

The Commission was not satis- 
fied with the information pre- 


sented, and its members voted to 
continue the hearing to allow 
time for the applicant to resolve 
several issues: determination of 
the vernal pool; a sewer exten- 
sion permit from the Town of 
Wilmington; and an evaluation of 
the nearby pumping station.

WILMINGTON - A page of Wilm 
ington history has turned 

After 60 years of continuous ser. 
vice, Rocco's Restaurant goes on, 
but “Mrs. Rocco,” co-founder of 
Rocco's Restaurant has died 

Angela DePasquale, who came 
to Wilmington 62 years ago to help 
her husband Rocco DePasquale 
build the landmark eatery passed 
away Sunday morning, August 20, 
2000 at Saint's Memorial Medical 
Center in Lowell. She was 69 

Born in Quincy, Massachusetts 
in 1910, to Rose and Salvatore 
Marannano, Mrs. DePasquale was 
trained as a seamstress but found 
her true vocation when her talents 
were needed to feed the blossoming 
summer resort town that Wilming. 
ton of the 1940s had become. 

The restaurant, built by Rocco 

Sr. from Wilmington’s abundant 
supply of field stones, opened July 
4, 1940. It had a room sized brick 
lined open hearth oven anda menu 
that highlighted pizza, a novel item 
at the time 

Angie and Rocco worked day 

and night to build their business 
and it soon became a local hot spot 

When summer customers went 

back tothe city, the ingenious Rocco 
devised other ways to stay in busi- 
ness. Each Thanksgiving, for ex- 
ample, he would cook your Thanks- 
giving turkey in his big oven for a 
modest fee. In the days before alu- 
minum foil and self basting birds, 
this saved harried homemakers 
precious time and effort. 

Every Thanksgiving Eve, asthe 
sun began to dip toward the hori- 
zon, dozens of stuffed, dressed, oven 
ready turkeys in their roasting pans 
would show up at the restaurant's 
hack door, their owners in tow, for 
an overnight baking in the oven 

While Silver Lake no longer at- 
tracts city folks and the Rainbow 
and the Black Kat are only memo- 
ries, Kocco's survives. 

It is a tribute to the hard work of 
Angie and Rocco, to their love for 


ie 

authentic Italian cuisine and the 
skills they passed on to their chil- 
dren and to those grandchildren 
who now own and operate Rocco's. 

Quite and hard working, Mrs. 
DePasquale spent most of her days 
behind the scenes, inthe restaurant 
kitchen, or, more rarely in the six 
room apartment above the restau 
rant where the family lived. Yet, 
perhaps because her kitchen ex- 
tended a welcome to all, she was 
known throughout the town 

In the early 1970s, Mrs 
DePasquale retired from actively 
working in the business to care for 
her ailing husband. Rocco Jr. took 
over day to day management of the 
restaurant 

Rocco DePasquale Sr died in 
1974, 

Mrs DePasquale still main- 
tained a watchful eye on the people 
of Wilmington and their culinary 
habits, however, by her presence 
each night in the restaurant dining 
room 

In 1999, failing health made it 
necessary to curtail even this activ- 
ity 

Mrs. DePasquale was the mother 
of the late Rose Palmer, the late 
Salvatore DePasquale and the late 
Rocco V. DePasquale and the sister 
of Josephine Falzone, Joseph 
Infantino and the late Mario 
Marannano, the late Beatrice 
Bottaro and the late Salvatore 
Infantino. 

Sheis also survived by her grand- 
children, Mark, Chuck, Matthew, 
Carol, Regina and Rusty 
DePasquale all of Wilmington ‘and 
Crystal and Salvatore DePasquale 
Jr. of New Hampshire and Mary Jo 
Cann of Billerica 

She is also survived by 14 great- 
grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held 
Wednesday, August 22, 2000 at St 
Dorothy's Church followed by in- 
ternment in the family plot at Wild- 
wood Cemetery 


Attorney Joseph Courtney 


A Farewell to Wilmington’s 
beloved 2nd Town Manager

Attorney Joseph Courtney, who 
died last Thursday, was highly in 
fluential in the development of 
Wilmington as it is today 

Courtney came to Wilmington in 
the mid-1950's as Town Manager 
He held that post for about five 
years, and then he became an at- 
torney. As a lawyer, he handled 
many local zoning cases 

It was Joe Courtney who ob- 
tained four Wilmington exits off 
Interstate 93, more exits than any 
other town along the highway. These 
exits proved most valuable in the 
development of industrial land in 
the town. 

He was also the person who 
brought Avco to Wilmington. Avco, 
which is now Textron, has been a 
major taxpayer in Wilmington for 
the past 43 years. 


Joe was Wilmington's second 
Town Manager. The town adopted 
the Town Manager Planas its char- 
ter in the early 1950's, and the first 
manager was Dean Cushing. The 
concept of the plan was to put pro- 
fessional management in charge of 
town affairs, thus removing the 
political influence of the selectmen. 
One of Courtney's first major ac- 
complishments was a re-vamping 
of the town's purchasing system. 

But the hiring of a Town Man- 
ager did not kill all political ambi- 
tion. After Courtney became Town 
Manager, a movement arose to 
eliminate the Town Manager Plan, 
and Courtney became the focus of 
it. The slogan was, "Joe Must Go!” 
It was a hot and heavy campaign, 
but the headline in the Town Crier 
on March 15, 1956 read, "Joe Stays.” 
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ANGIE DANCED WITH HER HUSBAND ROCCO in 1962 
at the wedding of their son Salvatore to Elaine. 


Joe remained as Town Manager 
until 1959, when he left to attendlaw 
school 

As an attorney, he still had a 
major impact on the development 
of Wilmington. He specialized in 
development and rezoning issues, 
and was a familiar face at town 
meetings, representing various in- 
dustrial clients. 

Joe did well in the legal profes- 
sion. In the 1970's he won a major 
tax case in Saugus that was worth 
about $3 million. He and his part- 
ners bought an office building in 
downtown Lowell. 

For many years, Joe and his 
wife, Stella, had standard-bred 
poodles. First there was Jolie, then 
Bran. Jolie was often seen in Joe's 
car. At one town meeting, the late 
Representative Fred Cain came into 


the meeting and said to Joe, "Hey, 
there's some dame outside, sitting 
in your car!" Fred only had a quick 
glance from behind the car, and he 
mistook Jolie for a woman. 

It was while Joe was Town Man- 
ager that Captain Larz Neilson 
founded the Town Crier. He be- 
came close friends with Joe, and 
the friendship lasted a lifetime. Joe's 
political insight was often reflected 
in Larz's writing. For many years, 
Sunday dinner between the twomen 
was a ritual. The Courtneys always 
had a large garden and took great 
pleasure in cooking with the herbs 
they grew. 

A Town Crier editorial in 1956 
had a line that would be a good 
epitaph for him: "Joe Courtney can 
be described by one word - Sincer- 
ity."

Cressman presents Selectmen 
with budget recommendations 


By CHARLOTTE COOPER 

TEWKSBURY - The Board of 
Selectmen had a full agenda for its 
Tuesday-evening meeting on Au- 
gust 22. Budget recommendations, 
a new array on the Wynn Middle 
School’s monopole, warrant articles 
and sidewalk funds were among the 
issues discussed. 

“T've put together a summary 
report, including my detailed rec- 
ommendations [on the budget] and 
my indication of the available rev- 
enues, as of the time I put this 
together,” said Town Manager 
David Cressman. “I'vepretty much 
summarized where we are right 
now, based on the [Town Meeting] 
articles we'll see later.” 


Town Manager Cressman said $84 


that the budget will be discussed 
with the Finance Committee on 
Wednesday, August 30. A public 
hearing concerning the Town Meet- 
ing articles has been scheduled for 
Thursday, September 14. The ba 
ting process is in progress al 
sae review before it is final- 
ized. 

Some of the increases proposed 
are due to changes in Property 
Taxes, New Growth, Chapter 70 
State Aid, Supplemental Lottery 
Funds and lower Fixed Expenses. 

Mr. Cressman said that the new 
budget is $64,740,388, which is an 
increase of $1,120,062 from his 
March recommendations. The in- 
creases will be felt in the School 

Unclassified Expenses 
and prey town departments. He 
said a high increase in group 
i thaited the available 
funds. 


The school budget will increase 
by $600,000, making its cap at $1.1 
million. 5 

Unclassified Expenses will see 
an increase by $72,321 in a variety 
of accounts: $30,000 for Fire and 
Liability Insurance; $25,000 for 
Medicare; and $12,000 in the Tem- 
porary Interest. He also said that 
the Retirement Assessment will 
decrease by $4,679. 

The remainder of the increase, 
$447,741, will be spread over sev- 
eral of the town departments. The 
major share will be reserved for 
collective bargaining andnon-union 
wage settlements, which Mr. 
Cressman stated, left $22,510 to ad- 
dress department requests of 
As a result, police over- 
time, firefighter overtime, com- 
puter equipment and Public Works’ 
Purchase of Water will be de- 
creased. 

Mr. Cressman indicated that the 
small amount of funds were used to 
cover the cost of difibrilator re- 
placements for the Fire Depart- 
ment; to make a payment of the 
initial interest on the lease of an 
ambulance and a pickup truck for 
the Fire ; to create a 
permanent part-time position inthe 
Treasurer’s Office; to fix a vehicle 
for the Police that is 
used to monitor crisis situations; to 


Concerning ’$ array: 
“What we’re wanting to do is be 


the fourth carrier on the mono- 
pole,” said Omnipoint Representa- 
tive Randy Jones. 

Mr. Jones said that basically the 
array will go on the pole and its 
equipment will be installed in the 
shelter that already exists on the 
grounds. He said that the next step 
will be to pursue a building permit 
to erect the array. 

The board was concerned that 
the other pole on the property, the 
Sprint pole, has not been removed 
and should be removed before any- 
one else is allowed to attach to the 
new pole.

Selectman John Ryan said that 
theschool department has indicated 
that it will not support Omnipoint’s 
connection to the pole. He said that 
the school department 
an independent analysis from 
Omnipoint that it has not received. 

In defense of his company, Mr. 
Jones argued that his company has 


nocontrol over Sprint’s actions and 
that perhaps the town should pur- 
sue legal actions to hold Sprint to 
their promise. He suggested that 
Omnipoint be allowed to attach to 
the pole. He also said that he was 
not aware of the school’s request 
for the information. He suggested 
that a copy of the report be submit- 
ted to them. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
[the pole] is on school property and 
the school department has raised 
an issue that they would like ad- 
dressed,” Selectmen Chairman 
Charles Coldwell said 

The board voted to table the 
request until their next meeting, in 
order to allow the applicant time to 
submit the necessary paperwork 
and to wait for Sprint’s pole re- 
moval. 

Regarding sidewalk funds . . 

Selectman Joe Gill raised ques- 
tions about the funds in the side- 
walk account being spent on engi- 
neering for the sidewalks. He wants 
to see the funds be spent directly on 
sidewalk installation. Mr. 
Cressman pointed out that engi- 
neering includes design of the side- 
walks, as well as such issues as 
right-of-way and the use of people's 
property. All must be considered 
when installing sidewalks. 

Both men agreed that sidewalk 
installations throughout the town 
are important and must proceed as 
cost-effectively as possible. 

Finally, the board approved ar- 
ticles 10-16 as presented in the war- 
rant motion.

Cressman presents Selectmen 
with budget recommendations

TEWKSBURY - The Board of 
Selectmen had a full agenda for its 
Tuesday-evening meeting on Au- 
gust 22, Budget recommendations, 
a new array on the Wynn Middle 
School’s monopole, warrantarticles 
and sidewalk funds were among the 
issues discussed. 

“[P’ve put together a summary 
report, including my detailed rec- 
ommendations [on the budget] and 
my indication of the available rev- 
enues, as of the time I put this 
together,” said Town Manager 
David Cressman. “I’vepretty much 
summarized where we are right 
now, based on the [Town Meeting] 
articles we'll see later.” 

Town Manager Cressman said 
that the budget will be discussed 
with the Finance Committee on 
Wednesday, August 30. A public 
hearing concerning the Town Meet- 
ing articles has been scheduled for 
Thursday, September 14. The bud- 
geting process is in progress and 
needs more review before it is final- 
ized. 
Some of the increases proposed 
are due to changes in Property 
Taxes, New Growth, Chapter 70 
State Aid, Supplemental Lottery 
Funds and lower Fixed Expenses. 

Mr. Cressman said that the new 
budget is $64,740,388, which is an 
increase of $1,120,062 from his 

recommendations. The in- 


The school budget will increase 
by $600,000, making its cap at $1.1 
million. . 

Unclassified Expenses will see 
an increase by $72,321 in a variety 
of accounts: $30,000 for Fire and 
Liability Insurance; $25,000 for 
Medicare; and $12,000 in the Tem- 
porary Interest. He also said that 
the Retirement Assessment will 
decrease by $4,679. 

The remainder of the increase, 
$447,741, will be spread over sev- 
eral of the town departments. The 
major share will be reserved for 
collective bargaining and non-union 
wage settlements, which Mr. 
Cressman stated, left $22,510 to ad- 
dress department requests of 
$84,889. As a result, police over- 
time, firefighter overtime, com- 
puter equipment and Public Works’ 
Purchase of Water will be de- 
creased. 

Mr. Cressman indicated that the 
small amount of funds were used to 
cover the cost of difibrilator re- 
placements for the Fire Depart- 
ment; to make a payment of the 
initial interest on the lease of an 
ambulance and a pickup truck for 
pr oe position inthe

tive Randy Jones. 

Mr. Jones said that basically the 
array will go on the pole and its 
equipment will be installed in the 
shelter that already exists on the 
grounds. He said that the next step 
will be to pursue a building permit 
to erect the array. 

The board was concerned that 
the other pole on the property, the 
Sprint pole, has not been removed 
and should be removed before any- 
one else is allowed to attach to the 
new pole. 

“We investigated that [issue] and 
as soon as Sprint comes on-line, 
they are planning to take it down,” 
Mr. Jones said. He indicated that 
the Verizon strike has caused prob- 
lems with Sprint’s functions. 

Mr. Cressman said that Nextel, 
also in line to go onto the pole and 
waiting for the old pole to be re- 
moved, has been delayed due to the 
Verizon strike. 

“[Nextel] is going to wait, and I 
would recommend the same condi- 
tion be put on this group, that they 
all wait for Sprint,” said Mr. 
Cressman. He suggested that those 
groups put alittle pressure on Sprint 
to dismantle the pole. 

Selectman John Ryan said that 
theschool department has indicated 
that it will not support Omnipoint’s 
connection to the pole. He saidthat 
the school 
an independent analysis from 
Omnipoint that it has not received. 

In defense of his company, Mr. 
Jones argued that his company has 


nocontrol over Sprint’s actions and 
that perhaps the town should pur- 
sue legal actions to hold Sprint to 
their promise. He suggested that 
Omnipoint be allowed to attach to 
the pole. He also said that he was 
not aware of the school’s request 
for the information. He suggested 
that a copy of the report be submit- 
ted to them. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
[the pole] is on school property and 
the school department has raised 
an issue that they would like ad- 
dressed,” Selectmen Chairman 
Charles Coldwell said. 

The board voted to table the 
request until their next meeting, in 
order to allow the applicant time to 
submit the necessary paperwork 
and to wait for Sprint's pole re- 
moval. 

Regarding sidewalk funds . . . 

Selectman Joe Gill raised ques- 
tions about the funds in the side- 
walk account being spent on engi- 
neering for thesidewalks. He wants 
to see the funds be spent directly on 
sidewalk installation Mr 
Cressman pointed out that engi- 
neering includes design of the side- 
walks, as well as such issues as 
right-of-way and the use of people’s 
property. All must be considered 
when installing sidewalks. 

Both men agreed that sidewalk 
installations throughout the town 
are important and must proceed as 
cost-effectively as possible. 

Finally, the board approved ar- 
ticles 10-16 as presented in the war- 
rant motion.

From library to 
office in 
Lynnfield 

“The Capital Needs Building 
Committee (CNBC) was given 
the green light to utilize the for- 
mer South Lynnfield branch 
library on Salem St. as an 
office,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“The Selectmen were also in 
favor of the town hiring admin- 
istrative help for the committee 
- a permanent part-time posi- 
tion, purchasing computer 
equipment and activating a 
Phone line into the building. 

“CNBC Chairman Allen Lieb 
said the building is perfect for 
their needs. He said it has a 
working boiler and fire alarm 
system, shelves and plenty of 
storage space. 

“He said it was not appropri- 
ate for public records to be 
stored in private homes. Lieb 
anticipated the person will be 
needed for the duration of the 
projects plus another year, 
about four in all. 

“Town Administrator Joseph 
Maney recommended the town 
advertise at the rate of approxi- 
mately $14 per hour, based on a 
grade 3 clerk at Town Hall.

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High-risk action 


in Winchester 

“School Committee members 
got an alarming glimpse into 
local teenage life recently 
through a report on high-risk 
behaviors compiled through an 
anonymous survey of high 
chool and middle school stu- 
dents,” notes the Winchester 
dition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle,” 

“High school counselors Glen 
Atkinson and Kristen Shea pre- 
ented the results of the 1999 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey, 
which is conducted every two 
years. Students in grades seven 
through 12 answer questions 
ibout alcohol, tobacco and mar- 
ijuana use, violence-rated 
behavior, body image and per- 
ceived safety at school. High 
school students answer addition- 
al questions about sexual activi- 
ty and suicidal behavior. 
‘onsistent with state statis- 
lcs, Shea said, gender behav- 
ioral differences between 
Winchester students tend to nar- 
row by the end of high school. 

“Shea said a number that 
jumps out is that 38 percent of 
high school students reported

having at least five or more 
drinks in a row on at least one 
day in the past 30 days from the 
survey date. Fifty-six percent 
reported having at least one 
drink in the past 30 days. 

“In response to School 
Committee member Peter

Winchester High's self-reporting 
of heavy binge drinking is 

slightly higher than state num- 
bers. Atkinson and Shea point- 
ed out that high-risk behavior 
tends to occur in clusters, but 
confirmed Haley’s supposition 
that alcohol use cuts across 
various segments of the student 
body.... Another number that 
appeared to disturb the com- 
mittee is that 6 percent of 
female high-school students 
and 7 percent of male students 
reported an attempted suicide 
within the past year. Shea said 
she was shocked because she 
and Atkinson only knew of 
about 30 cases and Haley found 
that equally troublesome...”

“Consider this: two-thirds of 


Taking control of risky business: 
drug dealing, smoke screening, 


local tenth graders surveyed 
drink alcoholic beverages and 
smoke cigarettes; while 60 per- 
cent admitted having tried 
marijuana and 20 percent have 
experimented with a drug 
called ‘Ecstasy,’” notes the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“Teens in North Reading 
appear to be experimenting 
with tobacco, alcohol and drugs 
in numbers similar to those 
found in cities and towns 
statewide, including large 
urban areas. 

“This was the conclusion 
drawn by James Canino, assis- 
tant to the director of Pupil 
Personnel Services, after 
reviewing results of a survey 
administered in March to a 
sampling of local eighth and 
tenth graders. 

“The survey was conducted 
as part of a requirement of a 
Safe and Drug Free Schools 
grant the School Department 
has received. 

“The 38 questions on the sur- 
vey zeroed in on issues ranging 
from school safety to smoking 
and alcohol to illegal drug use 
and abuse. 

“Results in nearly every cate- 
gory showed that North Reading 
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is ‘pretty similar to the rest of 
the state’ as far as teen experi- 
mentation and use of these sub- 
stances is concerned. 

“I can’t say I was shocked. 
Our kids aren’t growing up in a 
vacuum,’ Canino remarked. 

“The survey was adminis- 
tered to a randomly selected 
group of 50 eighth and 50 tenth 
grade students. Students, who 
needed parental permission to 
take the survey, were urged to 
answer the questions honestly 
and were guaranteed anonymity. 

“When asked if they felt 
unsafe in school, 15 percent of 
the eighth graders surveyed said 
they had from time to time, 
while less than 5 percent of 
tenth graders admitted to hav- 
ing had such feelings. 

“Fifteen percent of eighth 
graders and 75 percent of tenth 
graders have smoked a ciga- 
rette, according to the survey... 
In the area of alcohol usage, the 
data reveals that about half of 
the students surveyed have 
imbibed at one time or anoth- 
er.... Alarmingly, 20 percent of 
the high schoolers surveyed 
claimed to have used a ‘designer 
drug’ called Ecstasy... School 
Committee members questioned 
how reliable the survey’s conclu- 
sions could be since such a 
small sampling of students was 
used. 


“Committee members were 
concerned by the fact that ciga- 
rette smoking by students 
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jumped considerably from grade 
eight to grade 10 and that one 
out of every 10 high school stu- 
dents has had an alcoholic bev- 


erage. 

“There must be a need for a 
program here. We've got to do 
something about this drinking’ 
member Steve Jervey remarked. 

“Canino said the first step, 
after reviewing information, is 
to come up with a plan to lower 
the numbers of students partici- 
pating in these risky behaviors. 

“He said the receipt of future 
grant monies depends on suc- 
cessfully alleviating the prob- 
lems identified through the sur- 
vey to some extent. A plan to do 
so will be drawn up, he added. 

“Superintendent Dr. David 
Troughton said he thought it 
was important to make the 
results of this survey public. 

“We shouldn’t stick our 
heads in the sand and say this 
doesn’t happen in North 
Reading,’ he said. ‘We should 
deal with it”

Pandolfo was exceptionally accommodating. 
He signed anything put in front of him. The 
items ranged from the Daily Times Chronicle 
flier, to shirts, hats and sticks.

One time Pandolfo joked he wouldn’t sign a 
Bruins shirt before finally doing so. 

Pandolfo and The Cup were escorted by Mike 
Bolt of the Hockey Hall of Fame, who is part of 
its Keeper of the Cup branch. Bolt, 31, and 
another Hall representative, accompany the 
Stanley Cup on its various rounds during July 
and August throughout the world. 

Bolt makes sure no one takes undue advan- 
tage with the Holy Grail. Stories of the Cup 
being. at the bottom of pools, or being abused 
during more adult, shall we say, celebrations are 
frowned upon. 

Pandolfo was going to take the Stanley Cup to 
a private party at the Crown Plaza in Woburn 
later that evening. A host of former teammates, 
coaches, friends and relatives were to attend. 

The local player’s rise to NHL supremacy is 
entrenched in local routes. Beginning in 
3urlington Youth Hockey it looked at first he 
may take his talent out of town to St. John’s Prep 
in Danvers. His transferring back to Burlington 
as a sophomore was met with great anticipation. 

Ever wary of taking some of the pressure off 
his young talent, Burlington High hockey coach 
Bob Conceison kept Pandolfo underwraps from 
the local media imploring “give the kid a break, 
he’s only 14 years old.” 

During his three years at Burlington High 
most could see what perhaps lay ahead. 
Pandolfo was always a great skater who, 
although a center in high school, was going to be 
better suited to play the wing. He was the 
Middlesex League co-MVP during his senior 
year. He amassed 35-34-69 numbers during the 
1991-92 season. 

Being a young player never was a hinderence 
for Pandolfo as talent was always the great 
equalizer. He played the early season of his 
freshman year at BU as a 17-year-old freshman. 
After winning a national championship with the 
Terriers in 1995, Pandolfo finished up at BU as 
the Hockey East Player of the Year in 1996 and 
was an Eastern All-America. 

A second-round draft pick by New Jersey, 
Pandolfo began his pro career with the AHL's 
Albany River Rats soon after the BU season 
wrapped up in 1996. 

For the next two seasons he shuttled back and 
forth frora Albany to New Jersey, but for the last 
two years, he’s been a full-time NHLer. For his 
career, Pandolfo has played in 210 regular season 
games with 28 goals and 32 assists for 60 points. 

He's expected to continue to play a key role 
for the Devils in their title defense in the upcom- 
ing season. Pandolfo resigned for two more 
years with the Devils in July.
